IS THE OCCASION 


Aldrich Augers Stone, by a 


Hint That He Repre- 


sents Germany. 


Washington, June 3.—Senator Aid- 


rich's recent characterization of the 
course of any government which might 
send to this country an anonymous 
statement concerning prices In the 
foreign country with a view to in- 
fluencing legislation was 
made the 


subject of an acrimonious colloquy In 
the senate today between Mr. Aldrich 
and Senator Stone. The previous re- 
mark of Mr. Aldrich was based upon 
the fact that In response to a request 
from our own state department, the 
German authorities had forwarded to 
this government statements of manu- 
facturers concerning the rate of wages 
In Germany with a request that the 
names of the manufacturer be not 
used. 
Senator Stone brought up the 


question after the senate convened by 
reading a cablegram from Berlin in 
which It was stated that the German 
government had taken offense at Mr. 
Aldrlch's language, because of the im- 
portant position he occupies In his 
party and in congress. Reading from 
Mr. Aldrich's original remarks, Mr.

Subway Strike a Sensation. 


There was a sensation this morning 


when the news spread that the subway 
and elevated system had been tied up 
by a strike. 


The subway was opened less than 


a year ago. It takes in a section from 
the Delaware river ferries to Sixty- 
ninth street -In the extreme western 
end of the city, connecting with lines 
leading into Chester and 
Delaware 


counties. Its employes were better 
paid than the surface men and in ad- 
dition it is understood they had been 
receiving double pay since the strike' 
began. 


All of those injured in last night's 


serious rioting will recover. About one 
hundred are under treatment in hos- 
pltajs. The station houses were 'filled 
to overflowing with prisoners arrested 
for rioting. 


Ugly Feeling Shown.

Body of Mrs. Sarah Snear- 


ley to be Placed in Grave 


for Third Time.

To be lowered for the third time Into 


the grave In the village cemetery—and 
probably to rest undisturbed hereafter 
—the remains of Mrs. Sarah L. Snear- 
ley were removed from the receiving 
vault at Lindenwood cemetery this

The case of Mrs. Sneariey Is a most 


unusual one, and hinging upon it is the 
charge of murder which hangs over 
her husband. Mrs., Sneariey was the 
wife of Dr. George E. Sneariey, 
a 


young physician at Koann. Following 
her death and burial during, the past 
winter ugly rumors gained circulation 
in the Roann neighborhood to the ef- 
fect that Dr. Sneariey was responsi- 
ble for the death of his wife-by the ad- 
ministration of poison. 
' These rumors reached the ears of the 
husband, and he promptly went to the 
coroner of Wabash county and 
de- 


manded an investigation. The remains 
ot the dead woman were exhumed for 
the Inquest and then replaced in the 
grave. 
At the conclusion of the cor- 


oner's inquiry Dr. Sneariey was ar 
rested and the Wabash county grand 
Jury returned an Indictment charging 
him with murder. When the case was 
taken to Whltley county on a change 
of venue Dr. Sneariey was admitted to 
ball, and the court directed a thorough 
examination and analysis of the 
re- 


mains of the wife. Physicians selected 
for this work were Dr. G. W. McCas- 
key and Dr. B. W. Rhamy, of 
For 


Wayne; Dr. Lorin W. Smith, of Wa- 
bash, and Dr. Llnville, 
of Columbia 


City. In order to facilitate the work 
of the analysis, the body of the woman 
wns again exhumed about two monthi 
ago and was brought to Fort Wayni 
and deposited In the receiving vault a 
Llndonwood. The examination by th 
physicians, which has extended over a 
period of several weeks, is now com- 
pleted, and the remains of the dead 
woman are now returned to the grave 
at Roann. Their removal there today 
was, in charge of Dr. L. W. Smith, of 
Wabash. The physicians will not, of 
course, disclose the nature of their dis- 
covery until a report is made to the 
court ot the result of the examination.

Baden-Baden, Germany, June 3 


Theodore Barth, leader of one of the 
radical parties in the German reich- 
stag, died here last night o£ a malady 
o£ the digestive organs. He was born 
in 1849. 


Dr. Barth had behind him thirty-five 


years of work for liberalism In Ger- 
many. He had been styled an extreme 
radical and for some years he had 
been the leader of that group in the 
reichstag. He lost his seat at the last 
election because he gave up a sure dis- 
trict to a friend and ran in a doubtful 
constituency. 


He was an Intense admirer of the 


institutions and political .personalities 
of the United States and he made sev- 
eral long visits to America. He wrote 
freely and temperately of American 
affairs and issued a study of "Ameri- 
can economic life" in 1884 and a book 
named "My American Impressions" In 
1896. 
He traveled for several months 


in 1S9G with William J. Bryan and oth- 
er • American campaigners, studying 
electoral methods'and he also spent a 
considerable portion o£ the year 1907 
,in America. 


Dr. Earth's father -was an East In- 


dian planter and left him a consider- 
able fortune, "which he spent generous- 
ly for political objects. He' edited for 
twenty-four years a high class weekly 
Die Nation, the publication 
of, -which 


ha stopped in 1907.

tho work which could !><• done before 
more money was available. The sig- 
nificance of the movement which let! 
to that bond Issue may be better ap- 
preciated if it is observed that for a 
city the size of Harrlsburs (popula- 
tion. 50.000) to spend a million dollars 
in public improvements is equivalent 
to the expenditure of twenty-five mil- 
lions by Philadelphia, seventy milllom 
by New York and eleven millions In 
Boston. 
Indeed, it is equivalent to 


more than those sums, because those 
are only the pro rata amounts, where- 
as tho larger city, with Its greater 
property valuation, can Invariably af- 
ford to spend proportionately more 
thiin a smaller city.

A still better indication of the mean- 


Ing and strength of this .movement is 
evidenced by tho fact that in addition 
to the $5,000 subscribed by a few citi- 
zens for the employment of the experts 
a still larger sum was secured by popu- 
lar subscription to carry on the cam- 
paign.

New York, June 3.—For the first 


time in its history the police depart- 
ment ot this city has today organized 
and begun a special crusade to stamp 
out the alrming spread of the cocaine 
habit, which is now recognized to be 
one of the most serious sources of vice 
and crime throughout the country. 
Every effort is being made to enforce 
the new state law against tho sale ot 
excessive quantities of this drug lor 
the uses of the "doj;i! liend" rather 
than the doctor. Fully 75 per c«nt ot 
the cocaine that passes through this 
city, the police admit, finds its way to 
the victims of thu dc-aclly drug through 
an 
underground system 
of 
traffic 


which draws principally from foreign 
sources. 


With no duty upon cocoa leaves, 


from which illicit purveyors extract a 
rough form of cocaine for their drug- 
crazed customers, and only a low tar- 
iff Imposed upon the quantities of the 
drug that are shipped here for secret 
distribution throughout the country, H 
Is recognized that the chances for con- 
trolling the spreading cocaine curse 
are today very slim, even under the 
most strict state laws and police sur- 
veillance. 
Urging the recent recom- 


mendation ot the American 
Health 


league for "a prohibitory tariff, inter- 
nal revenue tax and other 
means 


which will restrict the use of cocaine, 
its 
substitutes 
and 
derivatives, 
to 


medical purposes," members of the 
medical profession, welfare workers, 
clergymen and the leading drug houses 
here are now looking to congress to 
safeguard 
every community 
in 
the 


country by thus shutting off this chief 
source of 
the* illegal supply of 
tho 


noxious drug. Though restrictive laws 
can be and arc being successfully en- 
forced by compelling the local manu- 
facturers and wholesalers to keep rec- 
ords of their cocaine sales, it has been 
proven, 
unscrupulous retailers 
to 


whom the American houses refuse to 
sell excessive quantities are perfectly 
free to obtain a limitless and untrace- 
able supply from abroad. 


More cocaine is sold to drug victims 


from one of their supply stations in a 
single night than an ordinary drug 
store could sell for medicinal purposes 
in a year, the police declare. Medical 
men who are Interesting themselves In 
urging congress to give the homes of 
this country this high tariff protection 
from the ravages of tho drug assert 
that the comparatively small supply 
of cocaine necessary for professional 
purposes will still bo readily available 
for' their uses; With a tariff of $1.50 
an ounce put upon the foreign cocaine 
supply and a duty of nve cents .on 
each pound of cocoa leaves it Is pro- 
posed to decisively check the cocaine 
plague and p'lace It firmly under gov- 
ernment control by an internal reve- 
nue tax.
